WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
The Economic Co-operation Ad- 


ministration said today three na- 
tions have resold at a profit to 
American business about one-fifth 
of nearly 100,000 tons of aluminum 
and lead scrap they bought with 
Marshall plan dollars. 

Howard Bruce, acting ECA ad- 
ministrator, disclosed this, nam- 
ing the nations as Britain, Bel- 
gium and Holland. 

ECA said the three nations have 
been warned to stop the practice 
or face drastic cuts in future

ECA-financed non-ferrous metal 


purchases. 

Bruce said that because of the 
deals, the agency already has 
made reductions in requests for 
aluminum and lead. An ECA oOffi- 
cial placed the reduction to all 
recovery nations at 35,400 tons. 

In cables to W. Averell Harri- 
man, ECA’s roving ambassador in’ 
Europe, and mission chiefs in the 
three countries directly involved, 
Bruce asked immediate action by 
the governments involved “to 
avoid more drastic actions such 
as withdrawing allocations already 
made.” 

Earlier, ECA revealed it had 
earmarked $536,600,000 for Euro- 
pean recovery for the first quarter 
of next year, thus using up in 12 
months the last of the $5,055,000,000 
appropriated by Congress for a 15- 
month period ending next June. 

The new commitments bring to 
$4,957,600,000 the amount set aside 
for recovery operations in 16 
countries of Europe and China. 
The remainder of ECA’s funds 
will be used for stockpiling stra- 
tegic Materials, for so-called guar- 
anty funds, and for administering 
the aid program. 

France leads the list of recipi- 
ents of additional funds with $123,- 
300,000. Britain is next with $77,- 
900,000

Extent of Survey. 


The recent survey, made Sept. 
20 and 23, at Mayor Kaufmann’s 
request, covered 50 eating estab- 
lishments picked at random from 
the estimated 3000 such places in 
the city. The report on the study 
was forwarded to the Mayor by 
Dr. R. M. James, director of the 
Missouri Division of Health. 

It pointed out that the 1944 sur- 
vey and the one made in Septem- 
ber are not “exactly comparable,” 
because the original survey includ- 
ed taverns serving only beverages, 
while such places were excluded 
from the recent survey. Taverns 
serving only beverages are not 
covered by the city’s restaurant 
sanitation ordinance. 


Results of the survey indicate, 
the report stated, that “many 
items of sanitation are not suffi- 
ciently stressed; that adequate 
corrections are not being ob- 
tained; and that there are a few 
itemis of the restaurant ordinance 
which the food control section (of 
the city’s Health Department) 
does not interpret in accord with 
recommendations of the United 
States Public Health Service and 
the Missouri Division of Health.” 
The survey indicated that only 
12 per cent of the city’s eating es- 
tablishments are 80 per cent, or 
more, in compliance with pro- 
visions of the ordinance; 64 per 
cent have a compliance rating of 
from 50 to 79 per cent, and 24 
per cent of the restaurants have 
a compliance rating of less than 
50 per cent. An 80 per cent rat- 
ing is considered “satisfactory.” 
Some Other Ratings. 


The report showed that, while 
there was a ‘Inarked improvement 
in cleanliness of equipment and 
utensils—a 10 per cent and 56 
per cent betterment, respectively 
—cleanliness of employes in the 
eating establishments decreased 
11 per cent. 

In addition to evaluating the 
compliance of restaurants with 
provisions of the ordinance, the 
survey evaluated the activities 
and procedure of the enforcement 
agency, the food control section 
of the Health Department. The 
report gave the enforcement 
agency an enforcement rating of 
69.2 per cent, 

The report pointed out that 23. 
inspectors are assigned to routine 
restaurant sanitation inspection 
and that the average irispection 
load would be 130 establishments 
per inspector. 


“This inspection load,” the re- 
port stated, “if considered by 
itself, is not excessive. However, 
these same inspectors also inspect, 
under other ordinances, retail food 
handling establishments, such as 
grocery stores and markets. These 
activities greatly increase the in- 
spection Joad to a point where 
adequate results cannot be ex- 
pected, particularly in the early 
stages of the restaurant sanita- 
tion program.”

Its capital 
city of Nanking is, in fact, the 
center of furious political nego- 
tiations, including clandestine ef- 
forts to get Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek to step aside and open 
the way for a negotiated peace 
with the Communists. 

Chiang still has his headquar- 
ters here. The Ministry of Na- 
tional Defense still isues orders 
to its few remaining armies from 
here. And Premier-designate Dr. 
Sun Fo yesterday was ordered 
back here i:om his Shanghai hos- 
pital hideout, supposedly to try to 
form a skeleton cabinet. 

Most government bureau heads 


are still going through the old 
motions. But actually, the ma- 
chine on which the government 
depends to carry out its orders is 
fast disintegrating, 

hiang’s Resignation Denied. 

(A rumor that Chiang had re- 
signed from the presidency caused 
excitement in Hong Kong, but the 
rumor was denied in Nanking, the 
Associated Press reported. Nan- 
king attributed the rumor to gold 
speculators in Hong Kong, who 
hoped it would cause a drop in 
the price of gold, enabling them 
to buy the metal at a cheaper 
price. 

(Chiang entertained Economic 
Co-operation Administrator Paul 
Hoffman at dinner in Nanking. 
Earlier, in Shanghai, Hoffman 
said continuance of American aid 
to China would depend on the 
type of government set up in 
China if the Communists win 
final control. 

(Fighting north of Nanking ap- 
peared to have dwindled, possibly 
because the Communists were 
awaiting reinforcements for a re- 
newed drive toward the capital, 
or because they needed new sup- 
plies. Peiping, the old capital of 
China, appeared doomed to Com- 
munist seizure. The Reds had 
drawn a semi-circle about the city, 
only seven miles away at some 
points. They also cut the Peiping- 
Tientsin Railway, the last land 
link with the rest of China.) 

Confusion and Despair. 

The government buildings in 
Nanking, with red columns, tiled 
roofs and guards at the gates, 
still look official. But inside, con- 
fusion and despair reign. 

The most important government 
organization now is the Ministry 
of Communications which runs 
railways, posts, telegraphs and 
telephones. Throughout the war 
against Japan, the Ministry of 
Communications did a magnifi- 
cent job with patched-up radio 
sets and coolie labor. 

Today, its offices in Nanking’s 
modernistic Communications Min- 
istry looks as if the men had 
expected to plan and direct Chi- 
na’s major reconstruction had 
given up the fight. 

Ministry corridors are lined 
with wooden crates filled with 
files and records. Many are the 
Same wooden crates in which the 
government moved from Chung- 
king to Nanking at the Pacific 
war’s end.

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FATHER KILLS HIS 
BABY DAUCHTER 
WITH A HATCHET 


Disabled Ex-G.I. Student 
Attacks Child While 
Wife Tries to Phone 


His Parents. 


Floyd Eugene Rollings, 9728 
Adair avenue, Lemay, killed his 
infant daughter with a hatchet at 
their home this morning whilé his 
wife was at a neighbor’s home at- 
tempting to call his parents and 
inform them that her husband had‘ 
been acting “very nervous.” 

Rollings, 27-year-old Navy veter- 
an and a student at St, Louis Uni- 
versity Dental School, was wait- 
ing-in front of his home when 
deputy sheriff’s arrived. 

“I’m the guy,” he told them. “TI 
just killed my baby.” 

Deputy Sheriff Jacob Pfeiffer 
said he went in the home and 
found 6month-old Donna Anne 
dead in a crib, There was a deep 
gash in the forehead, between the 
eyes, and a second cut on the left 
side of the face. 

The mother, Mrs. Dorothy Jean 
Rollings, told Pfeiffer that her 
husband had been “uneasy and 
very nervous recently,” and that 
she had attempted to persuade 
him to drop out of the university 
for several weeks ugtil he felt bet- 
ter. She said that when she told 
him she was going to call his par- 
ents in Illinois about it, he warned 
her not to, and threatened to tear 
the telephone out if she attempted 
to make the call. 

She said she slipped out of the 
house with their other. small 
daughter, Mary Rebecca, 2 years 
old, and went to the home of a 
neighbor, Mrs. Anna Payne, 401 
East Arlee avenue, to call his 
parents. While she was there, she 
said, her husband called on the 
telephone and said: “Come over 
here, I just killed the baby.” 

Rollings, she told the deputy 
sheriff, had spent four months in 
a sanitarium in Washington. He 
was immediately handcuffed by 
Pfeiffer and held by another dep- 
uty in a sheriff's automobile, 
while Pfeiffer went into the Roll- 
ings house. While sitting in the 
car, Rollings repeated frequently 
to himself: “What did I do it for? 
Why did I kill my baby?” 
¢ Pfeiffer said a hatchet was 
found on the floor at the foot of 
the crib. The body was taken to 
St. Louis County Hospital, Roll-

Rollings, six feet three inches 
tall, weighing 205 pounds and 
wearing eyeglasses, calmly dis- 
cussed the killing after reaching 
the Sheriff's office. .

The indorsement: of the prin- 
ciples of the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner bill, which was sponsored by 
orge Edwards, president of the 
Detroit City Council, required the 
rejection of a contradictory pro- 
posal by Mayor William F. Devin 
of Seattle, which recommended 
that “any program of govern- 
mental assistance provide for de- 
control and sale (of publicly fi- 
nanced housing) to private owner- 
ship as soon as possible.” 


The Edwards resolution was 
adopted by a plenary meeting of 
the association yesterday after- 
noon after the Detroit official 
proposed it extemporaneously in 
this form: 


“We call upon the Eighty-first 
Congress as its first item of busi- 
ness to press long-delayed housing 
legislation similar to the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bill to being the 
basic urban task of our nation— 
slum clearance. We feel that this 
legislation should provide an au- 
thorization of one Dillion dollars 
for long-term federal loans for 
slum clearance and construction 
of low-rent public housing for low 
income groups. We feel such legis- 
lation should include provision for 
research into low-cost production 
techniques in the housing field. 

‘Loan Commitments. 

“We feel such legislation should 
provide loan commitments similar 
to those mentioned above for con- 
struction of permanent low-cost 
housing projects to replace tempo- 
rary war and veterans housing 
projects. 

“We feel such legislation should 
permit construction of previously 
authorized war frozen housing 
projects by granting additional 
loans and including per room lim- 
its in accordance with inflationary 
trends.” 

Because the substitute resolu- 
tion was presented extemporane- 
ously it was referred to a com- 
mittee for redrafting into more 
formal language.

The American Municipal Asso- 
ciation represents 9500 urban vom- 
munities with aggregate popula- 
tion of more than 60,000,000 per- 
sons. “he sessions here are the 
twenty-fifth annual meeting of 
leading municipal leaders of the 
country. 

In the past, the association has 
been primarily a legal research 
and fact-finding group. Within 
the last year it has become more 
concerned about immediate gov- 
ernmental and social problems af- 
fecting urban residents.

BOARD AND ROOM’ 
FOR PRESIDENT 


Ex-President Suggests 
Government Take Over 
Full Cost of Running 
White House. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
said today the pay of government 
administrators ought to be in- 
creased “all along the line.” 

The salary rises must be given, 
he said, if the government hopes 
to keep skilled administrators in 
office and attract young men and 
women to government service. 

One result of the present salary 
setup, Hoover said, “is to leave 
us with a mass of dead wood. I 
don’t know how many of them 
there are, but there are a great 
many.” 

Speaking from experience, the 
ex-President also proposed that the 
government take over the full cost 
of running the White House, thus 
easing the burden on the Presi- 
dent. 

“I believe the people should at 
least give the President his board 
and room,” he told a Senate Civil 
Service Committee. 

Hoover, who spent four years in 
the White House, said that reliev- 
ing the President of the cost of 
operating the executive mansion 
would be more helpful than a 
salary increase. 

Going to Congress. 

Hoover spoke ag head of a bi- 
partisan commission which is 
studying reorganization of the 
executive branch of government. 
The group’s recommendations are 
due to go to Congress next month. 

Budget Director James E. Webb 
told the committee yesterday that 
President Truman favors increas- 
ing the salaries of top-level gov- 
ernment officials, with cabinet 
rank pay going up from $15,000 to 
$25,000. 

Referring to administrative 
posts in government, Hoover said: 
“We believe there should be an 
increase in salaries all along the 
line.” He added, with a smile: 
“And our recommendation may 
even include Senators and Repre- 
sentatives.” 

Government workers earning 
less than $5000 a year have re- 
ceived relatively substantial pay 
increases, he said, but above $5000 
the pay rises have averaged only 
about 15 per cent. 

He did not recommend a direct 
salary increase for the President. 
Instead, he suggested indirect fi- 
nancial help by assuming more of 
the Chief Executive’s expenses. 

$30,000 After Taxes. 

At present, Hoover said, the 
President has only about $30,000 
left out of his $75,000 salary after 
taxes are deducted. Out of this he 
must pay a large part of the 
White House expenses. 

While the President gets $30,000 
a year for official expenses, he 
added, the housekeeping cost of 
the White House comes mostly out 
of his own pocket. A large part of 
these costs cannot be charged off 
to official expense, 

He also suggested the Vice Pres- 
ident should be given a home. 

“If Congress coyld provide a liv- 
ifg place for the Vice President 
and some services, he would be 
better off than if he had a salary 
increase.” : 

The Vice President now gets 
$25,000 a year.

civil anti-trust suit against the 
Bell Telephone system, 

Department sources said yester- 
day the study involves the connec- 
tion between the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., parent 
company of the Bell system, and 
Western Electric Co. its chief 
manufacturing subsidiary. 

Western Electric manufactures 
virtually ail the telephones and 
telephone equipment needed by 
the Bell companies. Some Justice 
Department lawyers contend this 
gives Western Electric a virtual 
monopoly on the telephone equip- 
ment industry. 

Anti-trust attorneys are study- 
ing the possibility that this con- 
nection between the A.T.&T. and 
its operating and manufacturing 
subsidiaries is a violation of fed- 
eral anti-trust laws. 

At present, the inquiry is strict- 
ly in preliminary stages. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation has 
not yet been ordered to make a 
full-fledged inquiry into the con- 
nection between the A.T.&T. and 
Western Electric. 

Department sources said that if 
an anti-trust suit is filed, it would 
seek to compel A.T.&T. to divest 
itsel: of Western Electric, 

If the suit is successful, it 
would leave the parent company 
controlling only its many service 
companies and research organiza- 
tions. Western Electric would be 
forced to compete with any tele- 
phone manufacturing firm that 
might spring up. 

Justice Department sources em- 
phasized there would be no at- 
tempt to separate A.T.&T. from 
its various operating’ subsidiaries 
throughout the country.

St. Louis Magistrate courts have 
too many magistrates, too many 
deputy constables and too little 
efficient operation, the Govern- 
mental Research Institute finds in 
a report made public today. The 


inquiry was requested by the St. 


Louis Bar Association. 

The Magistrate courts are an 
improvement over the old Justice 
of the Peace courts which they 
replaced, the privately supported 
fact-finding agency concludes. But 
“if the magistrates continue spend- 
ing no more time on the job than 
at present,” it is recommended 
that an amendment to the State 
Constitution, to reduce their num- 
ber, be considered. The present 
number is nine, one serving in the 
assignment division and eight in 
trial divisions. 

Merit System Urged. 

Need for a merit system in 
choosing employes of the chief 
clerk’s office is illustrated by the 
statement that, of two “stenog- 
raphers” in the office, neither 
uses shorthand, and that one of 
them cannot type, and is used as 
an information clerk. The pay of 
the stenographers is $2100 a year 
each. 

The present number of deputy 
constables, 18, should be reduced 
by at least six, the Institute states. 
If the constables do not make this 
reduction, it is recommended that 
the magistrates exercise the au- 
thority they have under the law 
and put the reduction in effect. 

Other Recommendations. 

Other recommendations of the 
Institute are: 

A merit system for all em- 
ployes of the courts. 

A statute for appointment by 
the Mayor of one chief consta- 
ble, to appoint deruty constables 
on the basis of merit. 

That the clerical functions of 
the courts be reorganized and 
systematized; no new clerical 
positions to be created, as the 
present staff is large enough if 
efficiently organized.

Chief Magistrate Joseph P. Col- 
lins, presiding in the assignment 
division, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he and the 
-other magistrates would prepare 
“a statement to the Bar Associa- 
tion, answering the charges of the 
Governmental Research Institute. 

“The only basis that I see for 
ust criticism,” Collins said, “is 
ow noise in the assignment di- 

Vision. What the report says as 
to this is true, and it is also true 
that the noise is made by the law- 
yers, members of the Bar Associa- 
tion. I have had to reprimand them 
and tell them they were acting like 
high school pupils, and order them 
to be seated.” | 

Magistrate George W. Johnson, 
who is to take over the assign- 
ment division Jan. 1 for six 
months, said the Magistrates were 
devoting the proper and necessary 
time to their work. “I sometimes 
take work home with me,” he said.

$117,272,869 through last Friday, 
an increase of less than $235,000 
from the preceding week.

Mountain Home, Ark., 190 miles southwest of St. Louis. 

The army regards Norfork as beneficial, not only in electric 
power production and contribution to flood contro], but in recrea- 
tional and fishing advantages. The town of Mountain Home, which 


has had a boom in the last few y 
the start of construction of Bull 
nearby, likes the Army’s projects. 


Norfork Dam, which is rather 
large, has created a lake 40 miles 
long, reaching up to Missouri state 
highway No. 80 in Ozark county. 
Maximum width of the lake ex- 
ceeds a mile. The project has 
been in operation since 1944. From 
time to time the maximum height 
of the power-production pool in 
the lake has been reached, In 
1945 heavy rains filled a consider- 
able portion of the flood pool; the 
level would have gone higher then 
but permanent flood gates are 
lacking. 

Flood Control.

Quartered on the lake are sev- 
eral large power cruisers, about 
400 small motorboats for hire and 
about 300 privately-owned small 
motor craft. Many portable boats 
and canoes are brought in tem- 
porarily on trailers or car roofs. 
There are 15 private houseboats 
in use and ene enterprising indi- 
vidual is building a wooden ex- 
cursion barge, with various facili- 
ties under roof, for charter fish- 
ing service for parties. Boat races 


In flood control, ‘Norfork gives 
certain local protection down- 
stream and plays a part in the 
Army’s plans to reduce flood 
crests in the lower Mississippi 
river. 

The single 35,000-kilowatt gener- 
ator now in service has been 
producing for sale an average of 
more than 155,000,000 kilowatt 
hours annually, which is a rela- 
tively high volume for hydro pro- 
duction. In the first four years of 
operation the power was sold for 
more than $2,000,000, at an over- 
all average of 3.4 mills per kilo- 
watt hour. So far all of it has 
been sold to Arkansas Power & 
Light Co., but Southwestern Power 
Administration, a federal agency, 
is preparing to shift some and 
eventually all of the output to 
rural co-operatives and city mu- 
nicipal systems, All the surround- 
ing region has a great shortage 
of power. 

Fishing is the prime attraction 
at Norfork. G. B. Herndon, chief 
of fisheries for the State Con- 
servation Commission, 
Norfork has not yet gone through 
the cycle which has been the ex- 
perience at other reservoirs, in 
which the game fish gradually’ 
disappear and the less desirable 
rough fish come in. Herndon 
thinks the clear water of Nor- 
fork will delay the cycle, occur- 
rence of which, however, he re- 
gards inevitable, - : 

Don Henderson, Norfork reseg- 
voir manager for the Army, and 
Mountain Home fishermen, en- 
couraged by four years of good 
fishing, think the game fish may 
last. Small-mouth bass, generally 
regarded as the gamiest fish of 
the region, are still being caught 
here, Other fish in the lake in- 
clude large-mouth bass, white bass 
(a different family) and crappie. 

200,000 Fish in Year. 

Fishing is still so good that in 
the Arkansas portion the closed 
‘season Has been removed. No com- 
mercial fishing has sprung up. 
The Mountain Home Chamber of 
Commerce has launched an an- 
nual contest for the biggest fish 
caught in Norfork with a $1000 
first prize. Henderson estimates, 
on the basis of general checks, 
that 200,000 fish were taken at 
Norfork last year and even’ more 
this year. He believes the lake may 
have had as many as 50,000 fish- 
ermen this year. A few people 
were trying their luck one day 

early in December when the writ- 
er visited the lake. 

One of the objections to some 
reservoirs is that when their level 
is low they expose mudflats along 
their edges, which are ugly and 
depressing in appearance and 
make access to the water difficult. 
This is largely absent at Nor- 
fork, as it would be in parts of 
the other Ozark streams involved 
in the Army plans. That is be- 
cause Norfork is in a hilly sec- 
tion, with relatively little flat 
land in its flood plain. 

On the occasion of the writer's 
inspection of Norfork by motor- 
boat the water stood 9 feet below 
maximum power pool level. This 
‘left a bare border of rocky ground 
below the oak forests, but much 
of the border was vertical or 
nearly so. As a matter of individ- 
ual opinion, the appearance was 
not particularly objectionable at 
that time. 

Under present Army policy, tim- 

ber is not cut down within the 
flood plain of Norfork and other 
reservoirs, but only within the 
power pool and for a height of a! 
yard above the power pool. Thus 
at Norfork the trees remain stand- 
ing in a band 25 feet high and of 
varying width in the area imme- 
diately surrounding the power pool 
which is subject to occasional 
flooding. 
The 1945 flood killed a few trees 
in this belt, but Henderson be- 
lieves the rest will withstand fu- 
ture floods. The Army, which 
maintains a fire patrol around the 
lake by automobile and boat, has 
started a program of forestation 
to establish evergreen southern 
pines. 

: U. S. Controls Access. 

The government is _ retaining 
control of all access to the lake, 
in order to concentrate and con- 
trol commercial developments, but 
with a policy of free access for 
private users. Henderson says he 
has undergone some * criticism 
from people who want to exploit 
the lake and spoil the looks of the

private land. The Army is leasing 
a subdivision of 50 lots close to 
the water, six miles east of Moun- 
tain Home, for cottage sites. So 
far it has granted leases on 35 of 
them and three cottages have 
been built.

Last 
year about 200 planes used it, in- 
cluding 78 at one time when a 
meet was being held.

Fishermen use it all win- 
ter, however. 
The dam has a roadway, over 
which the state of Arkansas can 
relocate U. S. Highway No. 62 if it 
desires. The Government paid the 
stgte about $1,250,000 for a bridge 
over the North Fork and part of 
the present U.S. 62 which was in- 
undated. The state runs two free 
ferries, 18 hours. a. day, at 40- 
minute intervals, to “Ent the gap in 
that highway and a connection 
with state rovte 101. The Army 
understands the ferry service, 
which is occasionally slowed by 
fog, costs the state about $60,000 
a year. 

Some Farms Drowned Out. 
Like other reservoirs, Norfork 
has drowned out some farming 
fields in the bottomlands. The 
reservoir site has been removed 
from the local tax rolls. However,

gogy) says. “The Soviet schools 
cannot be satisfied to rear merely

much regard for the Treasury’s 
sembittered opposition to an excess 
profits tax. 

Such are fragments of the new 
pattern that is now emerging. 
The President’s singular simplicity 
of method, and his remarkable 
personal nerve, are typified in this 
determination to put through a 
gigantic program of foreign and 
domestic legislation and stand his 
own party on its aged head, both 
in the same session of Congress. 

He is not given to flank attacks 
or Fabian tactics. But it is diffi- 
cult to predict how his decision 
will be received, when he imparts 
it to the far more cautious and 
rather more seasoned Vice Presi- 
dent and Speaker.

Doctors and dentists used to 
be too expensive in this country 
for many who were ineligible or 
too proud to ask for charity. Now 
they are free—and swamped by 
the rush. 

Even many of the middle classes 
welcome free medicine as 
chance:to cut out doctor bi‘ls and 
thus: ease their strained budgets 
in these hard times. 

Wealthy Still Pay Own Doctors. 

Only the very wealthy continue 
to indulge themselves in the lux- 
ury of paying their doctors, as 
before, to get speedier treatment 
by private appointment. 

With all its popularity, however, 
socialized medicine is still a sub- 
ject of pros and'cons. There were 
not enough doctors and dentists, 
not to mention hospitals and 
nurses, even before socialized 
medicine went into effect last 
July 5 

Now there has come an inevit- 
able decline in the quality of med- 
ical service rendered, say the 
doctors and dentists, most of 
whom were originally opposed to 
socialization. 

But, answer the socialists: “We 
must have more doctors and den- 
tists. Speaking of quality, what 
good was that to a man who could 
not afford it?” 

Critics point to the often long 
delays now before a patient can 
get attention. One dentist put up 
a sign recently: “No new. patients 
for 12 months.” Sometimes it 
takes nine or 10 weeks to get a 
pair of spectacles, six months to 
get a bed in a hospital unless the 
case is urgent, nine months for 
admission to a tuberculosis sani- 
tarium. (Hospitals and nurses 
are as scarce as doctors and den- 
tists, but the Government con- 
templates an ambitious building 
program.) 

Here the Socialists reply: “There 
is a delay, but at least the poor 
man does see a doctor and den- 
tist under our system. The de- 
lays, to be expected at the start, 
will be eliminated when there are 
more doctors and dentists.”

"T’ may be years before Britain’s Socialists achieve their medical 
utopia, but, even with its present inconveniences, state medicine, 
hardly half a year old, has proved immensely popular with the 
Nothing the Labor government has done since it 
came to power has been so widely accepted, 


more than the original estimate— 
and is producing a redistribution 
of income for doctors and den- 
tists that is both unequal and 
unfair. Socialists admit this 
privately. 

Dentists and optical dispensers 
never had it so good. One opti- 
cian is reported to have made 
$40,000 filling prescriptions . for 
eyeglasses since the Government 
began footing the bill. 

Some dentists can gross as 

much as $48,000 a year. They are 
paid a rate per job instead of a 
flat rate per patient and there is 
no limit to the number of patients 
they may treat. 
_ Some doctors have had their 
income increased by as much as 
40 per cent while others have 
suffered a reduction of as much 
as 60 per cent. 

The attitude of doctors toward 
state medicine generally corre- 
sponds with what the plan has 
meant financially to them. 

The state pays general prac- 
titioners $3.20 a year as a flat 
fee for each patient treated. A 
general practitioner cannot have 
more than 4000 patients on his 
list. The doctor who takes on 
the full list of 4000 grosses $12,800 
a year. This represents a 40. per 
cent increase in income for some 
doctors. 

Some Doctors Not Breaking Even 

But to get a list of 4000 does 
not require skill so much as a 
lucky location in a poor people’s 
neighborhood. Some doctors, de- 
spite recognized ability—and this 
is especially true of country med- 
icos—find it difficult, in their lo- 
cations, to have a list of even 
2000 patients. As a consequence, 
they are not breaking even with 
the income they get from the state 
payments. 

Among the doctors who are 
taking a beating are the ex- 
pensive Harley street surgeons 
and specialists who used to 
draw their lucrative private 
practice from the upper 10 per 
cent of the British income group 
and who now have only the up- 
per 2 or 3 per cent to fall back

Bright Day for Rights 
There have been a lot of dark days for the 


Bill of Rights in the United States Supreme 
Court in recent years. Particularly have there 


* been such days in the two years and a half since 


Fred M. Vinson became Chief Justice by op- 
pointment of President Truman. 

But decision day this. week was a bright day 
for our cherished human liberties. Three rulings 
grouped together go far to erase some of the 
black marks in the record. . 

Of these three, the case which will attract 
the most attention is that which outlaws evi- 
dence obtained by police who looked through 
a transom in the District of Columbia. What 


_the police saw was admittedly illegal—a couple 


of bookmakers busy with betting sheets. 

But the policemen, for all practical purposes 
had entered a room, the door of which was 
locked. They had entered without a search war- 
rant and that entry violated the guarantee against 
unreasonable search and seizure. 

Pointing out that this protection “extends to 
the innocent and guilty alike,” Justice Douglas, 
who spoke for six associates, wisely said: 

Power is a heady thing; and history shows 
that the police acting on their own, cannot 
be trusted. 

This decision leaves a little of the astonishing 
Harris ruling of May 5, 1947, In the Harris case 
Chief Justice Vinson, speaking for the court, 
found that it was no violation of the Bill of 
Rights to ransack a man’s quarters without war- 
rant and to seize evidence of an until then un- 
known selective service violation when the 
search was for possible evidence of a mail fraud. 

Since the Harris ruling has been reduced, if 
not reversed by subsequent search decisions, 
what makes this new case noteworthy is the po- 
sition of Justice Douglas. He supported Chief 
Justice Vinson in the Harris case. This time 
he helps make the new majority and in writing 
he goes so far as to be the opinion-giving Jus- 
tice. 

His words need to be heard by zealous police 
officers everywhere. The protection against un- 
reasonable search, to quote him, 

marks the right of privacy as one of the 

unique values of our civilization and, with 

few exceptions, stays the hand of the police 
unless they have a search warrant issued by 

a magistrate on probable catse supported by 

oath or affirmation. . 

The two other civil rights rulings are less 
spectacular. They are in a sense, however, 
more important. Each concerns the right of an 
arrested person to be treated fairly by police 
and prosecuting authorities. In a 5-to-4 divi- 
sion, the Justices set aside a Washington con- 
viction for theft because the accused person had 
been held for 30 hours in which time he was 
not permitted to communicate with anyone ex- 
cept the police. His confession was, in effect, 
forced. 

The third case, on its facts, is one that should 
shock every American citizen. In 1938, Elmer 
Uveges, then 17 years old, was arrested for bur- 
glary in Pennsylvania, held incommunicado for 
two weeks, convicted and sent to prison without 
the basic protection of a lawyer to defend his 
rights, 

This flagrant disregard of the virtual com- 
mand that accused persons shall have the “as- 
sistance of counsel” is repudiated by the Su- 
preme Justices by a vote of 6 to 3. It is hard 
to see how there could be three Justices who 
would not favor at least a new trial and a lawyer 
for a youth so patently mistreated as Elmer 
Uveges. 

Victories such as these for human rights are 
made possible by the stanch defense of the in- 
dividual citizen by a phalanx of four Justices— 
Black, Douglas, Murphy and Rutledge, plus the 
occasional votes of Frankfurter and Jackson. 

It is encouraging to see that Chief Justice 
Vinson, who has habitually been less concerned 
with human rights than with sustaining police 
and trial court procedure, helped make the 
majority in the Uveges right-to-counsel case. 
So did Justice Reed join in setting aside the con- 
viction. : 

Justice Burton was against the claim of the 
citizen all three times. 

Surely, it is not too much to ask that Supreme 
Court Justices see the relation betwen these 
issues and the battle for freedom over the world.

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To End a House Oligarchy 


A sensible and politically feasible plan for re- 
ducing the House Rules Committee’s excessive 
powers has been proposed by Representative 
Eberharter of Pennsylvania. 

If the proposal had to go through the Rules 


committee, obviously it would be killed. The , 


only time when it would not have to go through 
the committee is on the first day of Congress 
before the rules for the session are adopted. Mr. 
Eberharter proposes during that brief moment 
of opportunity to amend the powers of the com- 
mittee so that it will be less dictatorial and more 
regulatory, as it is intended to be. 

At present a bill may be extracted from the 
Rules committee’s pigeonholes only by a petition 
signed by a majority of the House. The Eber- 
harter proposal would force a vote on bringing 
up the bill if the Rules committee had not re- 
ported it out a reasonable length of time after 
the date when the committee from which it 
came had recommended its being brought up. 
The committee would still have the power to 
schedule the priority of bills, the length of de- 
bate, and the terms on which amendments could 
be offered. 

The Rules committee has been an empire- 
building group since it began reaching out for 
special prerogatives more than a century ago— 
and getting them. The instances of its abuses of 
authority are many. It refused to report the 
wages and hours bill although sentiment was so 


overwhelmingly for it that a petition bringing | 


the measure to the floor was signed in less than 
three hours by a majority of members. 

It permitted only a teller vote on the public 
utilities holding company bill, to protect mem- 
bers against being put on record for the way 
they voted. It refused to report the Taft-

ficiency, but House members sometimes find it 
persuasive that these powers may be exercised 
in their behalf, to stymie an issue in which they 
are in the minority, or to relieve them of the 
necessity of casting an embarrassing vote. 

On the new Congress’ convening it will be 
interesting to see which of these considerations 
govern the majority of Representatives. 
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“Depressing and Discouraging” 

After 82 days and 17,000,000 words of 
speeches, many of them full of anger and bitter- 
ness, the Paris session of the United Nations 
General Assembly has come to a close. All too 
realistically, the meeting was described by Can- 
ada’s Lester Pearson as “depressing and 
discouraging.” a 

Such as they are, the Assembly's accomplish- 
ments are quickly recited. It indorsed the 
American plan for the control of atomic energy, 
and requested its Atomie Energy Commission to 
continue to try to persuade the powers to accept 
it. But the Russians still refuse. 

The Assembly also’asked its ‘Commission for 
Conventional Armaments to keep trying for a 
reduction in arms. It did this after rejecting a 
Russian proposal for a 33 per cent cut. 


Aid extended by the Balkan Communist states 


to the Greek rebels was condem despite Rus- 
sian protests, but there is no end to it yet. 

Genocide, the destruction of national, eth- 
nich, racial or religious groups, was outlawed. 
But'there is no assurance that crimes similar to 
Hitler’s may not still be committed. 

No agreement was reached on Palestine, on 
Korea, or on Italy’s former colonies in Africa. 
Spain is still a question mark on the agenda. 
Nothing was done about the persecution of In- 
dians' by the Union of South Africa. A small- 
powers committee tried hard to bring about a 
Russian-American accord on Berlin, but the 
blockade continues. 

The one bright accomplishment was the adop- 
tion of a truly noble international bill of rights. 
The UN cannot enforce jt, but if ideas are 
weapons, this is a veritable armory of freedom. 

Yet this is not enough to balance the record. 
It helps a little that the nations at last turned 
their backs fully on Russian blandishments. Two 
years ago, they lined up behind the Soviets on 
disarmament; last year they accepted a Russian 
resolution against war-mongering; but this year 
they refused to have anything to do with any- 
thing Russian. ~ 

This, however, does not keep the London 
Economist from wondering whether the Assem- 
bly should not have adjourned indefinitely, in- 
stead of meeting again in New York in the 
spring. The Paris session wasted much of the 
time of no less than 25 foreign ministers who, it 
seems, might have been better employed. There 
was so much tub-thumping that it may be asked 
whether some friction would. not have been 
avoided if the Assembly had not met at all. 

Yet sad as the record may be, the Assembly is 
the only common.ground on which representa- 
tives of divided nations still meet with at least 
an outward show of a. common purpose. So 
long as the UN remains in existence, there will 
be the machinery for dignified reconciliation. 

That’s something. 
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Negroes, Too, May Teach 

St. Louis University deserves praise for ap- 
pointing three Negroes—Dr. Henry Hudson 
Weathers, Dr. Arthur N. Vaughn and Dr. Walter 
A. Younge-—as members of the faculty of its 
medical school. They are the first of their race 
to teach in any department of the university. 

Under present plans, they are to teach in St. 
Mary’s Infirmary, a Negro hospital attached to 
the medical school.. But it is to be hoped that in 
due course opportunities will be opened to them 
elsewhere in the school. Talent and training 
and equipment should govern the selection of 
teachers. Race should be no barrier to their 
educational activities. 

St. Louis was the first of the local universities 
to open all of its classes to Negro students. It 
is to be hoped that it also will open them to 
Negro teachers. It has taken the first step.

Those Russian Inventors 

‘The fastening of scientific research to the 
principles of Marx and Lenin and to the fan- 
tastic bombast of Stalin has resulted in some of 
the most hyperbolized hokum ever to emanate 
from Moscow. With the forty-fifth anniversary 
of the first successful flight of a heavier-than- 
air plane coming up this Friday, Moscow 
reports via the monthly magazine “Round the 
World” that a Russian sailor, Alexander Fedoro- 
vitch Mozhaisky, flew 21 years before Wilbur 
and Orville Wright made ‘history near Kitty 
Hawk, N. C. : 

For the last 10 years some propaganda bureau 
in Moscow has been rooting, checking and—pos- 
sibly—indulging in something akin to reverie— 
or worse—in the history of science and inven- 
tion. In fact it is just- possible that Stalin has 
resurrected Napoleon’s old quip that “imagina- 
tion rules the world.” At any rate, Russia now 
claims the first submarine, steam engine, loco- 
motive, light bulb, harvester, penicillin and a 
few other knickknacks. And the magazine “Bol- 
shevik” says Americans and Britons are ‘‘mod- 
ern imperialists trying with new zeal to resume 
the old bourgeoise-adventurist tradition of rob- 
bing Russian scientists” of credit. 

Well, well. Perhaps it wasn’t an Italian 
named Galileo who discovered the properties of 
the pendulum in 1581; it must have been a chap 
named Galewski about 1580. As for Christopher 
Columbus and America in 1492, it must have 
been a fellow by name of Christovich Colum- 
busky who did a little navigating way back in 
1491 when there wasn’t any iron curtain to im- 
pedé travel.

Forty hours of in-service train- 
ing for every one of the 1845 members of 
the force is the department’s new policy, 
now in its second year, 

Officers of all ranks unanimously ap- 
prove these new courses. Sixty men pass 
through the in-service program each week 
for 30 weeks out of the year. The course 
covers 20 subjects and includes lectures, 
movies, demonstrations and tours, 


One of the most interesting stops on any 
tour of the new streamlined headquarters 
building is the remodeled radio dispatch- 
ers’ office, featuring ultra-modern com- 
munication equipment, air conditioning and 
the five-position dispatcher desk. From 
_April 1, 1947, to April 1, 1948, the police 
radio, KGPC, broadcast 215,598 calls.

the punch cards and to use the cards very 
much as slides are used in a projection 
machine, The St. Louis department was 
the first in the United States to adapt the 
personal appearance punch card system to 
the process of criminal identification. Even 
such minute marks as stained teeth, un- 
kempt hair, lisping speech or Southern ac- 
cent are included on these cards. 


St. Louis is justly proud of its Police 
Research Bureau, established in 1928, The 
department was one of the first to realize 
that science can aid justice if given a 
chance. 

St. Louis is fortunate in possessing one 
of the finest police scientific crime detec- 
tion laboratories in the United States. Work 
in the police laboratory has doubled since 
the first of the year, with the staff now 
analyzing about 300 specimens a month 
and expecting an increase in this number. 
One reason for this increased activity is 
the intensive educational program in scien- 
tific crime detection now being offered in 
recruit and in-service training. 


Sleuthing With Test Tubes 


Five hours a week are set aside for lec- 
ture and demonstration to recruits and in- 
service trainees. The importance of such 
specimens as bullets and cartridge cases, 
laundry marks, tool marks, bloodstains, 
hairs, burned matches, handwriting and 
the like is heavily stressed in the lectures. 
All these items lend themselves to labora- 
tory analysis, on the basis of which con- 
clusive evidence may be secured. 


In a recent robbery case, spectrographic 
analysis of a substance clinging to tools in 
the possession of the suspects matched 
composition with material used to insulate 
the burglarized safe. On this basis, a war- 
rant was issued and trial is now pending. 


Four new cruising patrols are now in 
constant service ready to answer emer- 
gency calls. The cruisers are johnny-on- 
the-spot to remove the injured, or in riot 
and peace disturbance cases they appear 
and whisk away trouble makers before 
anything more serious develops. Actually, 
they are a triple combination of scout car, 
patrol wagon and ambulance, 

The first of their kind in the United 
States, each cruising patrol has a crew of 
two men with intensive first-aid training 
by Red Cross instructors who joined the 
police staff for that purpose, The patrols 
will accommodate two injured or six ar- 
rested persons. Originally installed as ex- 
perimental cars, the patrols have proven 
so successful that the department plans to 
have one in each of St. Louis’ 12 districts. 


Everything But Television 


The cruising patrols complete their trou- 
ble runs and are back in service in an 
average elapsed time of 16 minutes. Patrol 
wagons average 30 minutes to a call. 


When potential delinquents are brought 
to the attention of officers and police- 
women, they are not booked but are turned 
over to a juvenile officer for investigation 
and disposition. In 80 per cent of the 
original cases the youngsters are kept out 
of court and are never typed as real delin- 
quents, 

About the only innovation left to be in- 
troduced is television, and Special Agent 
Norris of the FBI told a recent graduating 
class of the police academy in St. Louis 
that police departments will even be using 
that some day soon. He said that a crim- 
inal arrested in Chicago might be identi- 
fied instantly in St. Louis with the aid of 
a television hookup. 3

Between Book Ends 


Vivid Memories of R.L.S. 


THIS LIFE I'VE LOVED, by Isobel Field. (Longmans, 
Green and Co., New York. 353 pgs. $3.50.) 


Isobel Field passed her ninetieth birthday 
the latter part of this year. To celebrate ° 
the occasion Longmans, Green published 
their yr of her spirited autobiography 
(which first appeared in 1937). It was a 
pleasant gesture, one sure to please in- 
numerable lovers of personal reminiscences 
generally and Robert Louis Stevenson par- 
ticularly. 

For “Belle” Field was R.L.S.’s stepdaugh- 
ter. She was 22 when in 1880 Ker mother, 
after an unhappy first marriage that ended 
in divorce, married the then very poor, 
very ill, and very obscure writer. Fanny 
Osbourne had met Stevenson two years pre- 
viously, in France, where Stevenson, never 
before smitten, had fallen in love instantly. 
Fanny was his one love—lastingly dear to 
him, and in her turn utterly devoted and 
immeasurably helpful. She married him 
“not expecting that he would live, but 
hoping by her devotion to prolong this 
life now so dear to her.” 

Each, seemingly, from the very first, 
satisfied the other’s deepest need. Shortly 
after the marriage, Belle writes, “I remem-. 
ber coming through the hall, and stopping 
suddenly at a light joyous sound. With a. 
catch at my heart, I realized it was the 
first time I had ever heard my mother 
laugh.” <As for R.L.S. himself, “I love my 
wife,” he once wrote, “I'do not know how- 
much, nor can, nor shall, unless I lost her.”> 
(She outlived him by 20 years, dying in 
1914.) 

Laughter and gaiety the Stevensons had 
in joyous plenty, despite Louis’ uncertain 
health.. Once settled among the Samoans 
(“the gentlefolk of the Pacific”), R.LS. at- 
tained full stature as a romantic presence, 
master of a colorfully diversified house- 
hold, and writer of charm and power 
(“Tusitala,” or “Teller of Tales,” the Samo- 
ans called him), During these best and_ 
most fruitful of his years, his stepdaughter 
Belle was his intimate, his buffer, and for 
some time his amanuensis—a vital segment 
of the happily busy circle that centered in 
him, She saw him whole and remembered 
him lovingly, and it is fitting indeed that. 
her memories are now republished.

For those who like these versa- 
tile pieces of jewelry to be worn 
in different ways, there are some 
“duette” rhinestone clips which 
separate and can be worn as two.

The general trend toward cos- 
tume jewelry that looks expen- 
sive and also quite genuine has 
brought cultured pearls into the 
limelight. They are often com- 
bined with real diamonds. Two 
and three-strand necklaces are 
noted and there are many brace- 
lets and earrings combining the 
pearls and diamonds. For an im- 
pressive imitation the simulated 
pearls and rhinestones offer a 
handsome choice. Ropes of simu- 
lated pearls can be arranged s0 
many different ways that they are 
a choice high on many Christmas 
lists. . 

Co-ordinated designs in neck- 
laces, pins, bracelets and earrings 
are the rule regardless of the 
price or the choice of stones. A 
woman’s individuality is expressed 
in the alliances she prefers, but 
seldom does she mix her costume 
accents in an eccentric manner.

“pursuling an aggressive and cold 
war against the Soviet Union,” did 
not décide to remain in the “free 
countries” behind- the iron cur- 
tain,

THEY WOULD BE FREE, of 
course, the newspaper story con- 
tinued, from the secret police in 
the Soviet-dominated countries 
where such agents of the govern- 
ment are unknown. And they 
would have complete freedom to 
move about as they wish and to 
choose any kind of job they de- 
sired. They might have to work 
hard, but that is a joy and priv- 
ilege, and they would have paid 
vacations and some day they may 
be able to buy some of the things 
that now are available to all the 
people of the United States. 

The newspaper stated also that 


most of these women supported 
Henry Wallace in the recent presi- 
dential campaign and, according 
to this account, they have also 
not appraved our bi-partisan for- 
eign policy, whether it is in the 
Far East or in Europe. 


I have collected some of this 
group’s literature because I think 
it will interest some of my friends, 
One bit I read with interest sug- 
gests that heads of all women’s 
organizations be changed and new 
ones carefully chosen so that they 
‘will co-operate whole-heartedly 


with the Women’s International

WHEN THE United Nations’ 
Human Rights Commission met in 
Geneva last year, a representative 
of the Women’s International 
Democratic Federation asked to 
present a petition, but as we could 
do nothing about petitions the 
commission decided not to receive 
any at that time. The woman, 
however, sat behind the group of 
Soviet delegates all the time she 
was there. 

I wouldn’t say that all the 
women in the American delegation 
at Budapest are Communists or 
pro-Communist, but they are 
somewhat foolish if they do not 
know they are playing a very dan- 
gerous game, not only for them- 
selves, but for their country. 

They can mislead the Soviets, 
who would be delighted to be mis- 
led into thinking that in spite of 
the results of the last election and 
the emphasis ~ on our bi-parti- 
san foreign policy there are great 
numbers in the United States who 
feel as they do. That will strength-, 
en the Soviet Government’s feeling 
that they have friends who will be 


able to change United States for- 
eign policy.

IT WILL prolong the tension 
and increase the Soviet belief that 
they can continue an expansionist 
program without fear of interfer- 
ence from the United States. That 
would be a most unfortunate im- 
pression to create, since it is un- 
true and not only dangerous to the 
United States but dangerous to the 
Soviet Union as well. 

Peace and security will come 
only when the U.8.S.R. discovers 
they cannot intimidate us, that 
they are not in danger from the 
United States unless they continue 
to infiltrate into other countries 
and try to pull off one coup after 
another to put their Communist- 
controlled governments into the 
saddle. 

Once they learn to stay within 
their own borders, they will real- 
ize there is nothing to be afraid of 
in the intercourse among free peo- 
ples in Europe or in Asia, and life 
will be calmer for all of us.

America title at Atlantic City 
this year may earn about $15,000 
by Christmas, for personal appear- 
ances and lending her charms to 
the sale of products—in addition 
to a $5000 scholarship and a $3000 
car. When Atlantic City dreamed 
up that Miss America idea years 
ago it sure froze onto sex sales- 
manship in a big way. The cuties- 
nudies have brought in millions of 
dollars to that city’s big industry, 
the hotels. 

How much is sex appeal used in 
advertising? Too much, you’ll 
probably say. The woman adver- 
tising director of a large depart- 
ment store remarked recently, 
“I’m sick of selling sex. One 
would think from reading current 
advertising that waning amorous- 
ness is the pressing problem of 
every American man and woman.” 

Well, it’s not that bad — as a 
quick look at the ads in this paper 
will show you. But there’s cer- 
tainly far more sex in advertising 
today than a generation ago. The 
use of trained models for adver- 
tising didn’t start in a big way 
until the 1920s. Today the model 
agency business, which supplies 
all those smooth, leggy lovelies, 
has become a $15,000,000 industry.

You Can Hardly Escape His Paintings 


Frank Nuderscher Has Been Busy With His Art Here for 50 Years—Still Looking Ahead 
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PRANK NUDERSCHER, MISSOURI ARTIST, GIVING DIRECTION TO A PUPIL, CARL REEL, ROY HOWORKA, ANOTHER DISABLED VETERAN AND ART STUDENT, PAINTS FROM A 
DISABLED VETERAN, NUDERSCHER IS ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT HIS WORK.

RANK NUDERSCHER has 
F done more than just bring art 

to the people; he has come 
pretty close to surrounding them 
with it. It would be hard for a 
St. Louisan, if he got around any 
at all, to escape running into at 
least one Nuderscher picture 
sooner or later, and the odds are 
he would see a lot more than that. 
This applies not only to St. Louis 
but also to the surrounding terrf 
tory. Nuderscher is one of the 
most avid painters of the Ozarks 
country, and his work has long 
since overflown the bounds of the 
city and penetrated throughout 
the region. But even if you left 
the middle west there is still a 
chance you would encounter speci- 
mens of his work, because there 
are Nuderscher murals as far 
away as San: Francisco, Atlanta 
and New York, not to mention, 
at this point, a lot of towns in 
between. 

This is not to imply that anyone 
wants to escape a Nuderscher 
painting, with the possible excep- 
tion of the abstractionists, because 
Nuderscher’s painting has a qual- 
ity that is reassuring in times like 
these when Art, with a Capital A, 
seems to be jumping on its horse 
and riding off in al} directions. 

It’s just that Nuderscher’s art 
is there. You will encounter spec- 
imens of it if you go to the zoo, 
or if you go to one of several 
banks to cash a check. You will 
find it if you find yourself laid 


up in one of.several hospitals, or 
if you have business with the 
American Express Co., or if you 
drop into the Downiown Y.M.C.A. 
for a swim or the Hotel DeSoto 
for a drink. It will also be found 
in a lot of St. Louis homes and, 
it should be mentioned, in the City 
Art Museum. 

For some 60 years now he has 
been painting St. Louis and the 
Ozarks, the city’s bridges, the 
water front, its buidings, indus- 
tries, and pages from the city’s 
history. The,odds are that if his 
pictures were arranged in chono- 
logical order they would give a 
pretty good interpretation of the 
history and growth of St. Louis. 

i 

OW, ai 70, it would be impos- 

sible for Nuderscher to esti- 

mate how much canvas he has 
covered with paint. Nor does he 
care very much. He still looks 
forward and not backward and, 
with the exception of modernistic 
painting, is willing to try any- 
thing, even to camouflaging a 
hunting cap. We were in his stu- 
dio, which takes up a major part 
of the third floor of a building on 
Market street near the river, the 
other day, and he proudly dis- 
played the hunting cap. A friend, 
who hunts ducks, wanted it paint- 
ed to match the autumn foliage. 
A lot of artists. would have lifted 
their eyebrows, but not Nuder- 
scher. It presented a challenge, 
and when he had finished dab- 
bing the hat with a pattern of au- 
tumn colors, he was as proud as 
if he had completed another 
mural. 

It also presented something of 
a challenge when the veterans’ 
rehabilitation office asked him if 
he would teach a couple of dis- 
abled veterans to paint. At first 
Nuderscher was reluctant to ac- 
cept. He’s been teaching people 
to paint for a good many years 
now, and he has come to the con- 
clusion that an able person pre- 
sents enough of a problem—like 
the prominent business man who 
never could learn to paint trees 
and always tried to bribe Nuder- 
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siders his best murals a 

series based on the early 
days of railroading. It was 
while doing these that his in- 
genuity, a quality he possesses 
a lot of, was most severely 
taxed, 

One of the figures he wanted 
to include in these murals was 
Thomas Hart Benton, the fa-

mous Missouri statesman of a 
century ago. But he couldn't 
find a suitable full-Iength pic- 
ture of him. He walked the 
streets looking for a model, 
with no success. 

Finally he went to a costume 
shop and rented clothes of the 
type Senators wore in those 
‘days: He put the clothes on 


himself—Nuderscher has sena- 
torflal features and a sort of 
congressional hair cut—and had 
a photographer come to the 
studio and photograph him in 
a variety of poses. The pictures 
served as excellent models for 
the Senator. The face, in the 
finished product, is Tom Ben- 
ton’s. But the body is that of 
the artist. 


echer to paint his trees in for 
him—without taking on disabled 
students who probably had no 
talent to begin with.

As it turned out, both boys 
possessed exceptional talent. Roy 
had planned to become a medical 
illustrator, but Nuderscher, look- 
ing into the field, discovered that 
the kodachrome camera is rapidly 
replacing the medical illustrator, 
and persuaded him to study 
toward commercial art, especially 
in view of the fact he is highly 
imaginative. Carl had been study- 
ing modern art, but it left him 
cold. He is an excellent drafts- 
man, and while not as imagina- 
tive as Roy, can draw anything 
he sees. 

Both boys have shown such re- 
markable progress. that Nuder- 
scher is as hopped up as a doting 
parent on graduation day, and 
spends much of his time with the 
boys. They come to the studio 
every day, and remain all day, 
except on those days when Nuder- 
scher takes them out into the 
country to sketch landscapes. 

Nuderscher’s own art career 
started when he was 12 years old. 
He was one of those boys who 
just loved to draw. His father 
was a building contractor, and one 
day the stone cutter working, on 
a children’s hospital his father 
was building asked young Frank 
to draw him a sketch of some

the St. Louis waterfront. 


In May, 1924, Nuderscher dis- 
covered the Ozarks. They had 
been there right along, he admits, 
but no one was painting them, 
something he found incompre- 
hensible. He started making reg- 
ular trips to the Ozarks to paint 
landscapes, and finally, when his 
doctor told him he would have to 
g0 away .omewhere and take it 
easy for a while, he moved to Ar- 
cadia. He painted hundreds of 
Ozark scenes, working most of the 
time while looking over his shoul- 
der. He discovered that ®y using 
a smal] reducing mirror, of a type 
that photographers use, he could 
get much better compositions. He 
worked out a gadget which held 
the mirror over his easel and 
painted what he saw over his 
shoulder. 
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N time he became the mayor of 
Arcadia. Also, in time, he came 
to the conclusion that all small 
town folks aren’t nature’s noble- 
men, as he had once thought. He 
doesn’t go into detail, but merely

Art Museum, Drury Collection at 
Springfield, Mo., and State Teach- 
ers College at Maryville, Mo., in 
the Governor’s mansion at Jeffer- 
son City, and in about a dozen 
high schools and small colleges in 
St. Louis and the Middle West.

Economical Menus 
‘By Meta Given © 


O long as a salad has beauty, 
§ crispness and a good flavor, it 

will complement the holiday 
dinner. The basic fresh crisp 
greens in any salad fits it into 
the season’s color scheme, 
can stop with these essentials and 
have a_ perfectly § satisfactory 
Christmas salad. Many hostesses, 
however, want to go farther in 
carrying oyt yuletide colors or to 
arrange salad materials to carry 
out some seasonal motif. 


Fresh or canned fruit molded 
in a flavorful and sparkling red 
gelatin such as cherry or berry is 
an attractive and simple way to 
obtain the red-green color scheme. 
A salad consisting of canned or 
fresh pear halves or thick slices 
of pineapple served with big 
wedges or cubes of cream cheese 
tossed in red pomegranate seeds 
achieve similar results, With neat 
sections of pink or tinted chilled 
grapefruit, it is easy to fashion 
pink poinsettias on glass salad 
plates of contrasting color. 


The big bunch of pollen in the 
center can be tastefully simulated 
by heaping diced oranges or per- 
simmons in the center with little 
tufts of heart leaves of curly en- 
dive tucked here and there be- 
tween the golden diced fruit. A 
larger plume of curly endive or a 
strip of green pepper can be used 
to complete the poinsettia imita- 
tion. A star salad can also be at- 
tained easily by joining five neat 
and perfectly shaped sections of 
grapefruit (concave edges on out- 
side) at their points to form a 5- 
pointed star in center of glass 
salad plates. Have pink grapes 
cut in halves and seeded and 
heaped in center. Arrange slender 
sheaves of crisp cress or endive 
on one side of star. Serve fruit 
salads with Roquefort Cheese Sal- 
ad Dressing or Fruit Juice Salad 
Dressing. 

Fruit Juice Salad Dressing. 

One-third cup sugar, three 
tablespoons flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup orange 
juice, one-third cup lemon: juice, 
one cup pineapple juice, two eggs 
(beaten), six ounces (two pack- 
ages) cream cheese, one-half pint 
whipping cream (if desired). 

Mix dry ingredients in top of 
double boiler. Add fruit juices and 
blend. Cook over boiling water 
for 20 minutes, stirring occasion- 
ally to keep smooth. Beat the 
eggs with a rotary beater, add a 
small amount of the hot mixture 
gradually, stirring to keep smooth. 
Return to double boiler, cook for 

minutes, stir constantly. Cool 
htly, add slowly to softened 
cream cheese beating with a rotary 
beater until thoroughly blended 
and fluffy.

Obviously, West did some vig- 
orous competing in this auction, 
but when he had pushed the oppo- 


‘nents up to five-odd, he felt that 


he had done his full duty, and 
then some, so he subsided Hé 
was not only afraid of taking no 
tricks except his trumps if he went 
further, but was also afraid that 
he might spur the enemy into a 
makable slam contract. 


As matters turned out, West did 
not have to do any more “push- 
ing.” The heart king and queen 
were led; declarer ruffed the sec- 
ond round, drew trumps in one 
lead, and then, apparently feeling 
that West must have the diamond 
king for all the bidding he had 
produced, confidently took the dia- 
mond finesse. His confidence was 
rudely shattered when East cap- 
tured the queen and returned the 
diamond jack, knocking out the 
ace—and, incidentally, breaking up 
the double squeeze that might oth- 
erwise have been executed (assum- 
ing that South was capable of that 
advanced play). South now had to 
concede a club trick, since West 
guarded diamonds and East guard- 
and the contract was 
down one. 

Admitting, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that South had reason to 
feel confident about the diamond 
position, it still would have been 
a very good idea to use a plan 
that had a good chance for suc- 
cess no matter who had the dia- 
mond king! That plan was to 
ruff the second heart, draw the 
trumps, ruff dummy’s last heart 
and then to lIcad out the three 
clubs. There was much more than 
a possibility that West would show 
out-on the third club, and that 
East, after winning the trick, 
would have to return a diamond 
up to dummy’s tenace.
